To the citizens of Waitsfield: 

This report summarizes the educational program for 
the past year, points out problems, and possible solutions to 
these problems.

School opened in September with 107 children enrolled. 
At the present time there are 100 students enrolled, six of 
these being kindergarten tuition students from Fayston. 


We still have the problem of two grades in some of our 
rooms. There is no immediate solution to this situation, 
although our teachers are providing much of the solution 
to the problem by working individually and with small | 
groups at the level at which the children can succeed. 


At the present time we are studying our district Social 
Studies program in grades kindergarten through twelve. All 
available materials and approaches are being studied by a 
committee to help develop a district curriculm. 


Elementary French has been a part of our school pro- 
gram in grades three through six since September. The 
introduction of a foreign language on the elementary level 
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will assist the children in adapting to the language program 
at Harwood, give them a better understanding of our own 
language and its development, and assist them in their social 
studies. Mrs. Elizabeth Griffin, who received her preparation 
at Leeds University, Yorkshire, England, teaches this pro- 
gram four days weekly at our school as well as in Fayston 
and Warren. She taught Elementary French at Waterbury 
prior to teaching in Waitsfield. 


We have continued with our speech correction classes 
under the direction of Mrs. Patricia Heise. Mrs. Heise, who 
is employed through federal funds, teaches at our school 
on Mondays. 

The school board feels that our elementary teachers 
should be paid on a salary schedule comparable to that of 
other school districts in the area. Therefore, the following 
salary schedule has been approved by the school board:

This salary schedule indicates that a beginning teacher 
with a B.A., or other four-year college degree training, would 
get a salary of $5,700 the first year and advance a level on 
the salary schedule for each year of teaching experience 
attained. Teachers with lesser or greater training would be 
paid accordingly. 

Minimum standards for elementary schools have been 
approved by the State Board of Education. They require 
thirty square feet of classroom work space for each child 
and a minimum purchase of ten dollars per pupil, per year, of 
“learning resource materials”. At the present time we are

meeting both of these minimum standards as we have ade- 
quate classroom space and have adjusted our school budget 
so that the “learning resource materials” are easily identi- 
fiable in it. A further requirement of the state minimum 
standards for elementary schools is a district self-assessment 
which will lead to a ‘“‘local design,” or plan for elementary 
education. A committee is being formed to prepare our 
district’s local design, or plan for elementary education. 


Miss Pharilda Galloway is again providing vocal music 
in our elementary school. She is at the school two days each 
week. A four-week instrumental music program was held 
at Waterbury Elementary School during the summer. Seven 
Waitsfield students participated in it. We have further 
strengthened the instrumental music program by adding a 
part-time instrumental music teacher, Mr. David Hebert, 
a 1967 graduate of the University. of Vermont. He is at 
Waitsfield one day each week and has thirteen students 
taking instrumental lessons. There will be a district music 
festival in May, at which time these students will participate 
as part of the elementary school band. 


District-wide, we are in need of local facilities for special 
education. At the present time we have special education 
children attending the Green Mountain School in Montpelier. 
Hopefully, we will eventually have classes somewhere in the 
district for these special education children and for children 
who have learning disabilities. 


Parent-teacher conferences were conducted early in 
December. Nearly all the parents participated in these con- 
ferences. Questionaires distributed to parents afterward — 
indicated that most parents favored the conferences over 
the traditional report cards. 


Several of our teachers attended summer workshops last 
year. The two teacher workshops held in our district were 
a three-week workshop on child-orientated learning at Waits- 
field and a two-week workshop on elementary science at 
Waterbury. Methods and materials developed through these 
workshops are now being used by our teachers. 
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Thanks to Donald Stafford the school is in excellent con- 
dition; he has spent a great deal of time in maintaining it. 

We wish to thank you people of the community who 
have been so helpful in providing for the education of our 
town’s young people. We sincerely believe that the invest- 
ment we are making today in the education of our young 
people will prove to be most rewarding, both for their future 
and for the future of our town, state and country.

Report to the Town of Waitsfield: 


In previous years this department annually notified each 
town of the charges that had been assessed against their 
community for their local share of State operated welfare 
programs. These tabulations were for the purpose of assist- 
ing in the audit of town records and were usually included 
in the Town Reports as being informative and of interest 
to the local citizenry. The enactment by the General Assem- 
bly of the Social Welfare Act of 1967 eliminated sharing in 
State welfare costs at the local level and consequently, the 
basis for our report to the towns. 


In lieu of this report on town sharing of State welfare 
program costs, we thought it would be appropriate to 
annually notify each town and city of the amount spent and 
people aided in each locality under the various programs 
of the Vermont Department of Social Welfare. With this 
thought in mind, systems are being initiated to collect and 
tabulate welfare data on this basis. At this time, program- 
ming to accomplish this type of reporting has not been 
fully implemented, but we wish to share with you as much 
data about welfare expenditures in your community as is 
available. Next year the data collection system should be 
complete. 

Now we are able to report for the last six months of 1968 
on amounts of money paid to money payment recipients in 
your town and monthly average number of recipients for the 
same period. This is as follows:

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The above figures do not include money payment re- 
cipients residing in nursing homes or mental hospitals as 
there does not appear to be a fair way of assigning a town 
of residence to these people. 


In addition, medical vendor payments for the calendar 
year 1968 totalled approximately $9,440,000 (more than 
one-third of all department expenditures); payments in 
behalf of committed children totalled approximately $1,085,- 
000 for a monthly average of 1,440 children; and general 
assistance payment obligations assumed by the State for 
the three month period, October through December 1968, 
were approximately $81,000. No doubt residents of your 
community were numbered among those who benefited by 
these expenditures.
